The Story of the Man Who Was 
Tied to a Railroad Track by 
Robbers. 


Near Henryville, Indiana, on Saturday 
night last, gna Gardner was robbed 
and afterward bound to the track of the 
Jeffersonville, Madison and Indianapolis 
railroad. He lived long enough after be- 
ing taken to Jeffersonville to tell the story 
of this unexampled atrocity. It is as 
follows : 

“My name is August Gardner. I was 
born in France, and have been from that 
country but a short time. I am but 
twenty-three yearsold. I have no rela- 
tions or friends in this country. My 
father is dead. I was going 7 3d to 
Louisville in search of employment, and 
as 1, had but little money I thought I 
would walk. It could not have been 
much past W o’clock last night, when 
three men came up to me whileI was 
walking aleng the track. One of them 
demanded fay money. I told them that 
I was poor, having only a few dollars. 
This did not do any good, for they seized 
me, two holding me and the other one 
searching my pockets andtaking my 
pocket-book and everything else T had. 
‘They then threw me down on the track. 
I thought that they were going to kill me, 
and I begged to spare my life. They 
said nothing, but one of them produced 
a long piece of rope from his pocket, and 
they commencek to tie me to the track, 
over a cattle-guard. Iwas badly fright- 
ened, and begged them hard not to do 
that. I told them that I never knew 
them, and had never done them any harm, 
and if they would let me gol would say 
nothing of what had occurred.

right to vote, there were strong reasons 
why their former owners could have ex- 
ercised more influence and control over 
the colored people, than the employer can 
usually exercise over the employed, owing 
tou the kind relations which had ftcrmer 
ly existed between them, and the depend- 
ance upon the white people which the 
colored people had habitually felt dur- 
ing their past lives, 

But ko soon as the whole mass of 
the white. people proclaimed _ their 
eternal hostility to the reconstruction 
acts, and declared that they would never 
submit to neuro suffrage, they drove 
the negroes from them, and, as auy race 
who did not feel competent to control 
their own affairs, would have done under 
like circumstances, they naturally look- 
ed around for somebody to lead them, 
and at this critical moment the carpet- 
baggers came among them, announcing 
that their mission was to see that the 
acts of congress were carried into citect, 
and the rigut of suffrage secured to the 
colored race. Having no one else to 
lean upon, their former owners and neigh- 
bors having, as they considered it, turn. 
ed against them, the colored people be- 
came willing subjects of those who came 
to them with flattering promises, and were 
soon bound to them by ties too strong to 
be easily broken. 

But the reconstruction contest 
in tho past, and to-day we sce 
the whole people of Georgia com. 
ing up to the position of acquiescence 
which we took in 1867, and indeed going 
far beyond it. We then acquiesced in 
in the fourteenth amendment and the 
Sherman bill, They have since acqui- 
esced in these measures with the fif- 
teenth amendment added, which might 
have been avoided if the whole south had 
promptiy acquiesced in the fourteenth 
amendment and the reconstruction act 
known asthe Sherman bill. 

But at this period we are met with 
&# much more dangerous issue than any 
that was presented in 1867, and it be- 
comes us to meet it fairly and squarely, 
and to do all in our power to avert the 
enactment of a measure which will be 
productive of the most ruinous conse- 
quences throughout theentire south. — 

It was a hard enough fate upon us for 
our conquerors to abolish slavery, and 
wrest from us without a dollar of com- 
pensation the billions of dollars invested 
in that property which had descended 
from generation to generation, as the 
patrimony of several ages; and then to 
compel us to stand upon terms of legal 
equality with our former slaves, an 
meet them as equals at the ballot box. 
however, the conqueror dictated, 
and compelled submission to his dicta- 
tion; and those who were most fiery and 
denuuciatory in their wartare against it 
accomplished nothing of rood for our 
people, 
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esceuce in these measures, and ail the 
have been readmitted into the 
union, as the northern states must now ad- 
mit upon terms of legal equality. Here then 
the reconstruction measures should cease, 
and all parties should agree that the war 
isatan end; that we have suffered its 
ous Consequences, and that no fur- 
ther wronzs should be inflicted upon us. 
At this silage, however, with a view, no 
doubt, to the next presidential campaign, 
and forthe purpose of making the col- 
oped voters more enthusiastic in their 
support of the republican party, certain 
leaders of that powerful organization 
bring forward what is termed the civil 
rights bill, which is now pending onthe 
calendar of congress, and which. in fact.

I have been president of the board of 
education in Atlanta, since the organiza- 
tion of our system which is now work- 
ing most admirably; under which we 
have separate schools, open to white and 
to colored children, and every child be- 
longing to either race ean find its way 
into a good school, if the parent thinks 
proper to send it. These schools. are 
maintained by taxation of the whole 
people, and the burden ‘falls ‘mainly 
upon those who have most wealth. and 
who often have no ¢hildren to 
educate. [ am proud of the SYs- 
tem, and of the great benefits which 
are resulting from it.

It cannot be said that we violate any 
provision of the constitution of the 
United States, when we repeal our school 
laws, as that’ constitution ee no 
state ‘to maintain any phblic scado); ald 
elo discrimination em account 
Of race, hor. or ‘previpus @ondition of 
Servitude, When we us@ to maintaip 
any public school, at the public expense, 
for the children of either race. 
But this-is-not-all. The attempt to 
force equality yetween the races, on rail- 
road cars, steamboats, und especially in 
hotels.and churches, -will .produce .con- 
stant strife, and very frequent” blood- 
shed, ithat will probably’ sdon lead to a 
war of races, and produce .a horrible 
state of things, throughout, the entire 
south, terminating in _ general 
anarchy, which will end in the extermi- 
nation of the negro rage Much as I 
depreeate and opposeeal!l mob law, and 
desire the faithful execution of the laws, 
I cannot doubt that in the excited state 
of the popular mind, which would follow 
the attempt to enforce such a measure, 
it would soon be found that white juries 
would not convict white men for killing 
negroes who undertook to intrude them- 
selves upon them, as social equals. 
And if the Government of the United 
States attempted to coerce the white peo- 
ple of the south into submission to negro 
social equality, they would find tlrat the 
white troops who might be called into 
the field against us, to hght for such negro 
equality, would generally lay down their 
arms before they would perform the 
tusk. In a word, if they drove us to 
submission at the point of the bayonet, 
the bayonet would generally have to be 
in the hand of the negro, and our 
people would have to defend themselves 
ugainst it as best they could. The result 
would not be doubttul. All prosperity 
would be destroyed, and general confu- 
sion, bankruptey and ruin would prevail 
until the struggie between the races ter- 
minated, whict would, as | have already 
said, in the end result in the extinction of 
the weuker race. 

But 1 do not care to pursue this theme. 
The consequence of this measure 
would be too horrible for  con- 
templation, and we ean only hope 
that the evil will be averted by the 
yood practical common = sense of the 
American people; and that the political 
organization which attempts to force this 
state of things upon the country, or any 
section of it, will meet with overwhelm- 
ing deteat in every issue. 

{ have no hesitation, therefcre,¢ in 
agreeing with you, that the passage by 
congress ot tire civil rights bill would ia- 
augurate a tecling of untagouism between 
the white and biack*’ races that could 
never be reconciled, and in saying most 
unequivocably thai no southern gentle- 
man, I care not whether he be republican 
or democrat, ougiit, in my opinion, to 
identify himselr or continue longer to 
act with the party, who seck to impose 
this measure upon our people. 

In my judgment, tucre are but two 
contingencies which cai avert the evil: 
One is the overwhelming defeat of the re- 
publican party, in the ecieetions this fall, 
upon this issue. They are determined 
to make the issue, as already eunounced 
by some of their leaders upon the stump; 
and my sincere hope is, -tuat every state, 
county, city, town, Village and hamlet, 
throughout the entire union, where an 
election may be held, will give the demo- 
cratic party an overwhelming majority. 
fo this end, I shall cheerfully contribute 
my humble mite. This would clieck the 
passage of this most iniquitous measure, 
und relieve the country of the horrors 
consequent upon its passage, 

If this should fail, and I trust it may 
not, the only remaining hope is in the 
exercise of the veto power by the presi- 
dent of the United States. 1 know noth- 
ing of the intentions of the president on 
this question ; but I trust a sense of pa- 
triotic duty may compel ~ him,

Ministering to Sick Soldiers.— Bene- 
"cial Effects of Chicken Soup. 


[ From the Capitol. } 


We were sitting in our room at the 
Glades Hotel, in Oakland, Md., one day 
with a charming lady who had npc 
in on a vist. One of our windows look- 
ed into that of another room so placed by 
the projection of the main building that 
half of its interior could be seen. We 
were looking at and admiring a little 
chubby. blue-eyed two year-old, white as 
snow, who was pulling a boquet to 
pieces and tossing out the fragments, or 
clapping her little hands with delight as 
a train went thundering by. 

‘*These rooms,” said our fair visitor, 
‘‘have some very tender associations for 

a] 
me, 

“Why so” we asked. 

“Well,” she answered, ‘during the 
war the greater part of the hotel was 
seized by the Government as a hospital, 
and we were crowded into a few rooms. 
My sister and I had this. In that room 
where that little beauty is were two Un- 
ion officers, one sick of the fever and the 
other of a wound. It was hard to tell 
whether they were slowly dying or slow- 
ly getting well. I never saw such ghast- 
ly skeletons to be alive. We were ‘se- 
cesh,’ and not modest about it either, but 
still our hearts ached tor the poor young 
men, so ill, perhaps dying, far from 
freinds§ind relatives.” 

“It vothers one to know how this 
should be a hospital,” we said, ‘‘it Is so 
far removed from active operations.” 

“It was thought,” she answered, ‘‘that 
the mountain air of the glades would be 
more favorable to recovery than else- 
where, so this was made a hospital. One 
day one of these olticers dragged 
himself to the window, and under the 
impulse of the moment my sister asked if 
we could do anything. for them, and he 
answered, gasping for breath, that a lit- 
tle chicken soup would save their lives. 
Chickens were rare in those days—an 
army is hard on poultry. The men will 
work all night, after marching during the 
day, to secure a few chickens; so that 
while the hospital nurses and physicians 
had an unlimited supply of actual Juxu- 
ries in the way of wines, potted meats, 
an@®canned vegetables, they were without 
anything fresh. We knew where a few 
chickens were hid ina cellar, by a neigh-

HIGHWAY ROBBER ARRESTED 


He is Lodged in Jatl. 


A few days ago THe CONSTITUTION pub- 
lished the account of an attempt at high- 
way robbery which took place a few mules 
from the city. Also of the escape of the 
robber, The name of the colored desperado 
is William Thowas Holmes, and that of the 
negro ian whom he struck down and tried 
to rob is Berry Buice. 

Yesterday some twelve or fifteen negroes 
who are interested in the affair, came to the 
city to investigate the facts jconcerning the 
escape of Holmes, and to fasten the respon- 
sibility upon somebody. While a party of 
them were standing on Marietta street, they 
suddenly spied their man, and started for 
him. Holmes took to his heels and fora 
few moments made dirt fly, while the crowd 
of pursuers behind constantly increased. 
Oilicer White, hearing the alarm, joined in 
the pursuit, and overhauled his man near 
Burke’s book store on Whitehall street. 

Holmes was taken to the station house 
and from thence to Justice Walker’s court- 
room, where he was arraigned upon a charge 
of assault with intent to murder on Perry 
Buice. 

The prisoner is a large, broad-shouldered, 
villainous-looking negro, and teilsa dozeu 
different stories as to where he came from 
and his employment.

With Mr. James’ public career the reader is 
well acquainted, it being of recent oecur- 
rence, As mayor of Atlanta he labored ear- 
nestly and diligently for the good of the city, 
while in his brief contest for the nomina- 
tion for governor of Georgia he exhibited a 
strength and popularity that surprised 
everybody. 

When the panic of last fail burst upon the 
public,so suddenly and unexpectedly, Mr. 
James, like many other bankers throughout 
the country, was forced to suspend tempo- 
rarily.

For the part he took in this 
opposition to the swindling transactions of 
Builock he was fiercely assaulted by the 
Clews & Co. party, but he had the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that two-thirds of the en- 
tire population of Georgia heartily endorsed 
the position he had taken.
